GENERAL NOTES. 


N.B. 1.— Members are asked to remember that an average pupil 
should cover the whole programme suitable for his age. The lighter 
portions of the Literature (novel, play and poems) are read for amusement 
in the evenings and also in the holidays. Music, Handicrafts, Field 
Work, Dancing, Nature Note Books, Century Books, are taken in the 
afternoons. The books set for Drawing, Music, Drill and Handicrafts 
(and any others printed in small type) are advisable but optional. 

N.B. 2. — The work in Form II. lasts for two years (ages 9-11). In 
home schoolrooms where there are children in A as well as in B both 
Forms may work together, doing the work of A or B as they are able, 
except in Citizenship, but more work must be expected from A. The 
work in any one subject must not be selected from A and B. Second 
year II. A. is now called III.R. 

N.B. 3. — For principles and methods of teaching the various subjects 
see Home Education , 5/6, School Education, 5/-, Parents and Children , 5/- 

(P N.E.U. Office). A record of work should be kept (see leaflet H). 

N.B. 4. — In grammar (English and foreign) and in mathematics there, 
must be no gaps. Pupils, if not at the stage indicated, must in these 
subjects either (a) begin the book set if the subject is new, or (b) continue 
the subject in the set book from the point they have reached ; but they 
will be handicapped in the future if they have not covered the full course 
for the Form (6 terms). 

N.B. 5. — Each pupil should have a copy of all books, etc., marked 
and a set of the Pictures and materials. One copy of the other books is 
sufficient. It is essential to have at least one copy of the latest edition 
from which the set pages and examination questions are taken. The 
work of the Programmes cannot be fully carried out unless each pupil 
keeps a Nature Note Book and (in II. A) a Century Book. 

N.B. 6. — Members are particularly asked to follow the notes under 
Our Work and in Notes and Queries in the Parents' Review . 

N.B. 7. — The current Programmes arc for Members of the School only 
and must not be lent. Specimen copies of old Programmes can be obtained 
by members from the Director, the Parents’ Union School, Ambleside. 

N.B. 8. — All books, P.U.S. badge, colours, stationery, etc , may be 
obtained from the Secretary of the P. N.E.U. , 26, Victoria Street, London, 
S.W. 1.
